Such a doctrine strikes at the root of all trea- 
fies, and would ſerve, not only to destroy 
good faith between man and man, but be- 
tween nation and nation.—lt carries with it 
its own refutation, its own conviction. 


Charters are the great bands of ſociety, con- 
ferring liberty and ſecurity. 


Charters bave been the means of raiſing the 
arts and ſciences in this country to a degree of 
perjecion 
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perfection almost unequalled on the face of the 
carth.—Charters have been, in an eminent de- 
gree the cauſe of that wonderful extenſion com- 
merce, for which Britain Stands unrivalled, — 
Charters in this iſland, at least, do not militate 
against the general good, or favor oppreſſive 
monopoly, evits, which ſome men bade aſcribed 
to them. 


Where a view of profit ariſes to an individual 
by becoming a member of a corporation, the price 
of ſuch an acquiſition, even in London, is not ſo 
high, as to place the wiſhed for ſituation beyond 


tbe reach of the industrious tradeſman, the ar- 


tificer, or the mechanic—far from it. —The ſums 
given on ſuch occaſions are to be conſidered in 
no other point of view than as a just, a proper 
compenſation, in lieu of ſervitude, or that patri- 
monial right, which every corporation (although 
they differ materially in this point) gives to the 
þcir Ma freeman.

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The following remarks on this Charter, 
made by a judicious Antiquary, ſeem to con- 
vey its true meaning. 


6 1. The Burgeſſes were declared all to be 
law-worthy. 2 . That their children ſhould 
be their heirs. Now there were two ways 
of being law-worthy, or having the benefit 
of the law. By the ſtate and condition of 
men's perſons ; fo almoſt all freemen had the 
free benefit of the law; But men of ſervile 
condition had not, efpecially ſuch as were in 
Dominio, in Demeſne ; for they received jus- 
tice from their Lords, were judged by them 
in moſt caſes, and had not the true benefit 
of the law: ſo neither, as to the ſecond ob- 
ſervation in this charter, could their chil- 
dren be their heirs, for they held their lands 
and goods at the will of the Lord, and were 
not ſure to enjoy them longer than they 
pleaſed him. The ſecond way of being law- 
worihy was, when men had not committed 
any crimes, or done any thing for which they 
forfeited the law, and deſerved to be out-

From hence we may make a very proba- 
ble conjecture at the meaning of this protec-

tained of the Saron Kings ſeveral liberties 
and immunities, amongſt which this was 
one, to beſo far free, as not to be in Domi- 
nio, or ſo obnoxious to any Lord, but that, 
by reaſon of their ſtate and condition, they 
might be law-worthy, that is, have the free 
benefit of the law ; and likewiſe further ob- 
tained (if it was not then a conſequent of 
their perſonal eſtate and condition,) that 
their children ſhould be heirs of their lands

This Charter coſt the Citizens, eleven

10. And that all and every one, being of 
the freedom of the City, and living without

16. That the common Harbourers in the 
City and Suburbs, although they are not of

other like dwellers in the City and Suburbs 
ſhall partake, on the accouut of thoſe dwell- 
ings.

To all to whom theſe preſents 
ſhall come, greeting. 


Know ye, that whereas the Mayor of the 
good Men of the City of London, have of 
late thankfully done us aid of armed Foot- 

men, at our Caſtle of Leed, in our County 
of Kent, and alſo aid of like armed men now 
going with us through divers -parts of our 
realm, for divers cauſes. We willing to pro- 
vide for the indemnity of the ſaid Mayor and 
men 
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men of our City of London, in this behalf, 
have granted to them for us and our heirs, 
that the ſaid aids to us ſo thankfully done, 
ſhall not be prejudicial to the ſaid Mayor and 
good men, their heirs and ſucceſſors, nor 
ſhall they be drawn into conſequent for time 
to come. In witneſs whereof, we have cauſ- 
ed theſe our letters to be made patents: 
Witneſs myſelf at Aldermanſton, the twelfth 
day of December, in the fifth year of our 
reign. | 


This Charter exempts the Citizens from 
being ordered out of the City in arms in time 
of war or tumult, notwithſtanding any pre- 

cedent to the contrary. 


It is probable, that by King Edward 
granting this Charter to the Citizens, they 
were induced to prefent him with the ſum of 
two thouſand marks, towards defraying the

EDW ARD, by the Grace of God, King 
of England, Lord of Ireland, and Duke of 
Aquitaine, to his Archbiſhops, Biſhops, Ab- 
bots, Priors, Earls, Barons, Juſtices, Sherifts, 
Rulers, Miniſters, and other his Bailiffs, and 
faithful Subjects, greeting. 0 


Know ye, that we, for the bettering of our 
City of London, and for the good and law ful 
ſervice which our well-beloved Mayor, Al- 
dermen, and Commonalty of the ſaid City 
heretofore have often done to us and our 
Progenitors, with the aſſent of our foreſaid 
Earls, Barons, and all the Commonalty of 
our Realm, being called to this our pre- 
ſent Parliament at Westminster, have grant- 
ed, and by this our Charter, for us and our 
heirs confirmed to the Citizens of our afore- 
ſaid City the liberties hereunder written, to 
have and to hold them, and their heirs and 
ſucceſſors, for ever, firſt, Whereas in the 
great Charter of the liberties of England, it 
| 15 
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is contained, that the City of London may 
have all their ancient liberties and cuſtoms ; 
and the ſame Citizens at the time of the ma- 
king the Charter from the time of St. Edward, 
King and Confeſlor, and William the Con- 
queror, and of other our Progenitors, had 
divers liberties and cuſtoms, as well by the 
Charters of thoſe our Progenitors, as with-- 
out Charters by ancient Cuſtom ; whereup- 
on it divers the Circuits, and other the 
Courts of our ſaid Progenitors, .as well by 
judgments as by ſtatutes were invaded, and 
ſome of them adj udged. 


We will and grant, for us and our heirs, 
that they may have the liberties according to 
the form of the aboveſaid great Charter ; and 
that impediments and uſurpations to them in 


that behalf ma de, — be revoked and an- 
nulled. 


We have further granted for us aac our 
heirs to the ſaid Citizens, their heirs, and 
their ſucceſſors aforeſaid, that the Mayor 
of the aforeſaid City which for time ſhall be, 

M ſhall 
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ſhall be one of the Juſtices to be aſſigned of 
the gaol deliyery of Newgate, and be named 
in every commiſſion thereof to be made. 
And that the ſaid Citizens may have Infang- 
theft and Outfang-theft, and chattels of felons 
of all thoſe that ſhall be adjudged before them 
wit hin the liberties of the ſaid City, and of be- 
ing in the liberty aforeſaid, at the aforeſaid 
gaol to be adjudged.

We vill and grant, for us and our heirs, that 
the ſaid Citizens, their heirs and ſucceſſors, may

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ſaid Charters, and that they be from hence-

Furthermore, we have granted for us and 
our heirs to the ſaid Citizens, that they, their 
heirs and ſucceſſors may bequeath their tene- 
ments within the limits of the aforeſaid City, 
as well in * Mortmain as in other manner, as 
of ancient time they have been accuſtomed 
to do. 


And whereas in a certain Charter of the 
Lord Edward, late King of England, our

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king of that Charter, were otherwiſe amerced 
for the eſcape of thieves than other Sheriffs 
were on this ſide Trent, for ſuch like eſcapes are 
amerced only, as it is ſaid, one hundred ſhillings. 


We will and grant for us, and our heirs, 
that the Sheriff of the ſame city, which for 
the time ſhall be, in no wiſe be amerced or 
charged for the eſcape of thieves in any 
otherwiſe then as other the Sheriffs on this 
ſide Trent: And that the aforeſaid citizens 
ſhall not be charged for the cuſtody of thoſe 
that fly to the churches within the aforeſaid 
liberty for to have immunities, otherwiſe 
than of old hath been accuſtomed to be charg- 
ed, any thing in the laſt circuit at the Tower 
of London made or adjudged notwithſtand- 
ing. And that the ſaid Citizens may remove 
and take away all the wears in the waters of 
Thames and Mediay ; alſo may have the 
puniſhments thereof to us belonging. 


And we will and command ſtreightly, that 
all merchants ſtrangers coming to England 
ſhall ſell their wares and merchandizes within

ſhall continue and board with- free-hoſts of 
the ſaid City, and other the cities in towns in 
England, without any houſholds or ſocieties 
by them to be kept. And elſe we will and 
grant for us and our heirs, that the marſhal, 
ſteward or clerk of the market of our houſ- 
hold, may not from henceforth fit within the 
liberty of the aforeſaid City, nor exerciſe any 
office there, nor any way draw any Citizen 
of the ſaid City to plead without the liberties 
of the ſaid City, of any thing to happen with 
in the liberties of the ſame.”

An Officer wholooked after the Lands or profits that fell to the 
King within his Maner, either by forfeiture or death. 
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henceforth ſhall not be compelled to go or to 
ſend to war out of the faid City. And that 
the Conſtable of the Tower of London for the 
time being ſhall not make any prizes, by 
land or by water, of any victuals, or other 
thing whatſoever, of the menof the ſaid City, 
or going thence: Neither ſhall or-may ar- 
reſt, or cauſe to be arreſted, the ſhips or 
boats bringing victuals or other like goods to 
or from the ſaid City. 


And foraſmuch as the Citizens, in all good 
fairs of England, were wont to have among 
themſelves keepers to hold the pleas touch- 
ing the Citizens of the ſaid City aſſembling 
themſelves at the ſaid fairs. 


We will and grant as much as in us'is, that 
the ſaid Citizens may have ſuch like keepers 
to hold ſuch pleas of their covenants, as of 
ancient time they had, (except the pleas of 
the land and of the crown.) 


Furthermore, we grant for us and our 
heirs, that the Sheriffs of the ſaid City for 


the 
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the time being ſhall not be compelled to take 
any oath at our Exchequer, dut __ yields 
ing up of their account. 


And whereas the ſaid Citizens, in the cir- 
cuit of Henry Stanton and fellow-juſtices of 
the Lord Edward, late King of England, our 
father, laſt circuit at the Tower of London, 
were compelled, contrary to their ancient 
cuſtoms, to claim their liberties and freee 
cuſtoms, and thereupon did claim divers li 
berties by the Charters of our ſaid progeni- 
tors, and of other their liberties and free cul.

do as yet hang before us undecided. 


We will and grant for us and our heirs, 
that the ſame Citizens, their heirs and ſuc- 
eeſſors, may have the liberties and free cuſ- 
toms, and may uſe them as of old time they 
were wont ; and they may record their ſaid 
liberties and free-cuſtoms, before us our juſ- 
tices, and other Miniſters whatſoever, in 
ſuch ſort as they were wont to do before the

Not- 
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Notwithſtanding, that the ſaid Citizens in 
the ſaid circuit were impeached upon ſome 
like record and hberties and free-cuſtoms a- 
foreſaid ; and alſo notwithſtanding any ſtatutes 
or judgments made or publiſhed to the con- 
trary, And that to the allowance of their 
Charters to be had before us in our Exche- 
quer, and other pleas whatſoever, one writ 
ſhall ſuffice in all pleas for every King s time, 
And that no ſummons, attachment, or exe- 
cutions be made by any of the officers of us 
or our heirs, by writ or without writ, with- 
in the liberties of the ſaid City, but only by | 
Miniſters of the ſaid City. And that the 
Sheriffs of the ſame City, (which ſhall be to- 
ward the aid of the fame of the ſaid City) 
may lawfully have the forfeiture of victuals, 
and other things n d merchandiz es, acord- 
ing to the Chartcr thereof made to the ſaid 
Citizens, and ſliall not be debarred thereof 
hereafter con'rary to the tenor of the ſame.

common perſons, and not as men of the 
City. And that they be quit of all other Val.

City harmleſs againſt Us and our heirs, of 
thoſe things which concern their offices, as 
their tenements be within the ſaid City ; and 

that no market ſhall be henceforth granted by 

Vs or our heirs to any within ſeven miles in 

circuit of the ſaid City. And that all inqui- 

ſitions from henceforth, to be taken by our 
Juſtices or Miniſters of the ſaid City, ſhall 
be taken in St. Martins * in London, and not 
elſewhere ; except the inquiſitions to be taken

This Charter grants to the Citizens many 
invaluable privileges, it conſtitutes the Mayor 
to be one of the Judges for the trial of pri- 
ſoners confined in Newgate, for criminal of- 
fences committed in the City. It gives to the 
Citizens a right to infang-thefe and outfang 
tbefe, the firſt a right to try a robber taken 
within the City, and the latter a privilege of 
bringing a Citizen apprehended for a felony 
committed in any part of the kingdom, into 
the City in order to his being tried there for 
his oftence. It giveth alſo a right to the Citi- 
zens of the goods and chattels of ſuch perſons 
as are convicted of felonies within the City. 
A right of deviſing in Mortmain is likewiſe 
allowed 
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allowed by this Charter, which is, an alien- 
ation of lands and tenements, to any Guild, 
Corporate body or fraternity, and their ſuc- 
cellors. It remitted one hundred pounds per 
annum, extorted from the Citizens for the fee- 
farm of the City of London and County of Mid. 
dleſex.—Foreign merchants by this Charter 
were obliged to ſell their merchandizes within 
forty days from their landing them in the City: 
the Citizens were exempt thereby from the 
charge of ſuch perſons as took ſanctuary in 
churches. It went to deprive the King's mar- 
ſhall, ſteward, and clerk of the houſhold of 
the exerciſe of any authority in the City. It 
gave to the Mayor the office of Eſcheator of 
the City in perpetuity. It gave the Citizens 
the privilege of holding a Pye Powder court, 
a court where all diiference ariſing in fairs are 
determine d, in all places whereto they reſorted. 
It exempts the Citizens from tallages except 
ſuch as were borne by the ſubjects at large. It 
points out that the City liberties ſhall not be 
t:ken away for the offences of its magiſtrates: 
It forbids the King's purveyors from ra- 
ting 
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ting any ſort of goods belonging to the Citi- 
zens, and laſtly, that no market be kept 
within ſeven miles of the City of London.

Know ye, that whereas our well-beloved 
the Citizens of the City of London, by their 
petition exhibited before us and our council in 
our preſent Parliament at Westminister, allem” 
bled, have given us to underſtand, that felons, 
thieves, and other malefactors, and diſturbers 
of the peace, who in the ſaid City and elſe. 
where have committed man-flaughters, rob- 
beries, and divers other felonies, privily de- 
parting from the ſaid City, after thoſe felonies 
are committed, into the village of Southwark, 
where they cannot be attached by the Miniſters

After a lapſe of twenty years, from 
the foregoing confirmation of the City's 
rights. The Citizens from the beſt of motives 


were induced to oppoſe the ſucceſſion ef 
James, Duke of York, to the crown of Eng- 


land. 


James was an avowed enemy to the pro- 
teſtant religion, and liberty : and was at that 
time labouring with' uncommon energy to 
ſet up papacy and oppreſſion in their places. 


This oppoſition on the part of the Citizens, 


brought en them the reſentment of the Court, 
' who ordered a commillion to be iftued to try 
certain poiluns ho had at the laſt election 


for Sher its, acted (as the words of the com- 
miſſion ſcace) * in à riotous and unlawſul man- 


ner; t1£0n:2quence of y,hich ſHartecn gentle- 
men, principally aldortr.en, ſupporters of the

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in heavy fines, without even the ſhadow of 
Juſtice. 


The arbitrary diſpoſitions of the king and 


his brother_the duke; ſtopped not here,— 
Chase ordered a writ Quo I/arranto* to be 


The Judges Jones, 
Raymond, and Withers pronounced the judg. 
ment of that Court. That the frenchiſcs of 
the City 0 n ſhould be ſeized into the Kings 
hands.” . 


Thus were the Citizens deprived of their 
liberties by an arbitrary monerch :h1 ou! the

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tation, as to become the means of his over- 
throw. The nation at large, groaning under 
his oppreſſive power, determined to enjoy 
their ancient laws, or die in their juſt defence. 
Several worthy patriots, both in and out of 
the City, zealous in the Proteſtant cauſe, 
came to the reſolution of inviting the prince 
of Orange, the king's fon in law to England, to 
defend their country from popery and flave- 
ry, to which, the laws and religion muſt have 
otherwiſe ſubmitted. King Fames no ſooner 
heard that it was the intention of the prince 
to come to England, than he promiſed the 
Citizens a reſtoratiou of their Charter; and 
finding things haſtening to a criſis, actually on 
the ſixth of October, ſent the bloody Fefferies, 
then Lord Chancellor, with the City Charters, 
and two grants under the broad ſeal for re- 
ſtoring the ſame. Thele he delivered to the 
Court of Cuſtos and Aſliſtants, (heretofore 
Mayor and Aldermen) then ſitting in the 
Council Chamber in Guildball. 


Soon after tbis event, the puſilanimous ty_ 
rant abdicated his throne, and fled that coun. 


try 


try which his folly, his bigotry, and his pride, 
had rendered him unfit to govern. He was 
univerſally contemned, and the people in 1690, 
raiſed Mary, daughter of James, as allo her 
huſband the prince of Orange to the throne, who 
with his queen, as will be ſeen by the following 
Act, reverſed the judgment obtained on the 
belorementioned Writ of Quo Warranto, and 


reſtored the City to all its rigbts and privi- 
leges.

excepting thoſe thing about v hich, a ſuit is de. 
pending, or whereof an inqueſt has been made 
by our order, before we undertook the cru- 
de. But when we return, or if we ſtay at 
h+me and do not perform our pilgrimage, we 
vill immediately do them full juſtice accord- 


ing 
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ing to the laws of the Melſb, and of the parts 
afore- mentioned. 


67. We will without delay diſmiſs the fon 
of Lewelin, and all the Welfb hoſtages, and 
releaſe them from the engagements they en- 
tered into with Us for the preſervation of the 
peace, 


68. We ſhall treat with Alexander King of 
Scots, concerning the reſtoring: of his ſiſters 
and hoſtages, and his right and liberties, in 

the ſame form and manner as we ſhall do to the 
reſt of our barons of England ; unleſs by the 
engagements which his father iam late 
King of Scots hath entered into with Us it 
ought to be otherwiſe ; and this ſhall be left 
to the determination of his peers in our 
court. | 


69. All the aforeſaid cuſtoms and liberties 
which we have granted, to be holden in our 
kingdom, as much as it belongs to us towards 
our people; all our ſubjects, as well clergy 
as laity, ſhall obſerve as far as they are con- 
cerned, towards their dependents. 


D dd 70, And 
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70. And, whereas for the honour -of God, 
and the amendment of our kingdom, and for 
quieting the diſcord that has ariſen between Us 
and our barons, we have granted all the 
things aforeſaid ; willing to render them firm 
and laſting, we do give and grant our ſubjects 
the following ſecurity ; namely, that the ba- 
rons may cn five and twenty barons of 
the kingdom, whom they think convenient, 
who ſhall take care, with all their might, to 
hold and obſerve, and cauſe to be oblerved, 
the e poyce and liberties we have granted them, 
and by this our preſent Charter confirmed. So 
as that, if we, our juſticiary, our bailiffs, or 
any of our officers, ſhall in any caſe fail in 
in the performance of them, towards any per- 
fon; or ſhall break through any of theſe arti- 
cles of peace and ſecurity, and the offence is 
notified io four barons, choſen out of the five 
and twenty aforementioned, the ſaid four ba- 
rons ſhall repair to Us, or our Juſticiary if we 
are out of the realm, - and laying open the 
grievance, ſhall petition to have it redreſſed 
without delay; and if it is not redreſſed hy 
Us, or, if we ſhould chance to be out of the 

realm,

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realm, if it is not redreſſed by our Jufticiary 
within forty days, reckoning from the time 
it has been notified togUs, or to our juſticiary 
if we ſhould be out of the realm; the four 
| barons aforeſaid ſhall lay the cauſe before the 
reſt of the five and twenty barons ; and the 
ſaid five and twenty barons, together with 
the community of the whole kingdom, ſhall 
diſtrain and diſtreſs Us all the ways poſſible; 
namely, by ſeizing our caſtles, lands, poſſeſ- 
ſions, and in any other manner they can, till 
the grievance is redreſſed according to their 
pleaſure; ſaving harmleſs our own perſon, 
and the perſon of our queen and children ; 
and when it is rer they ſhall obey Us as 


before. 


71. And any * Abe en m ths 
kingdom may ſwear, that he will obey the 
orders of the five and twenty barons aſore- 


ſaid, in the execution of the premiſes, and that 5H, 


he will diſtreſs Us, jointly with them, to the 
utmoſt of his power ; and we give public and 
free liberty to any one that will ſwear to them, 
and never ſhall hinder any perſon from taking 
the ſame oath, |

72. As for all thoſe of our ſubjects, who 
will not, of their own accord, ſwear to join 
the five and twenty barons, in diſtreining and 


diſtreiling Us, we will iſlue our order to make 
them take the ſame oath, as aforeſaid. 


73. And if any one of the five and twenty 
barons dies, or goes out of the kingdom, or is 
hindred any other way, from putting the 
things aforeſaid in execution, the reſt of the 
ſaid five and twenty barons may chuſe ano- 
ther in his room, at their diſcretion, who ſhall 

be ſworn in like manner, as the reſt. 


74. In all things that are committed to the 
charge of thele five and twenty barons, if, 
when they are all aſſembled together, they 
ſhould happen to diſagree about any matter ; 
or ſome of them, when ſummoned, will not 
or cannot come, whatever is agreed upon, or 

_ enjoined by the major part of thoſe who are 
preſent, ſhall be reputed as firm and valid, 
as if all the five and twenty had given their 
conſent, and the aforeſaid five and twenty 
ſhall ſwear, that all the premiſes they ſhall

75. And we will. not, by ourſelves, or 
others, procute any thing; whereby any of 
theſe conceilion= and liberties be revoked, or 
lellened; and if any ſuch ching be obtained, 
let it be null and void; ncithir. (hill we ever 
make ule of it, either by ourlelves, or any 
other. 


76. And all the ill-will, anger, and malice, 
that hath ariſen between Us and our ſubjects, 
of the clergy and laity, from the firit break- 
ing out of the dillention between us, we do 
Fully remit, . and forgive. . Moreover all treſ- 
paſſes occaſioned by the ſaid di.lention, from 
Easter in the ſixteenth year of our reign, till 
the reſtoraticn of peace and tranquility, we 
hereby entirely remit, to all, clergy as well 
as laity,, and as far as in Us lies, do fully 
forgive. 


77. We have moreover granted them our 
letters-patents teſtimonial of Stepben lord 
archbiſhop or Canterbury, Henry lord arch- 
Liſhop 


- 
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-biſhop of Dublin, and the biſhops aforeſaid, 
as alſo of maſter Pandulph, for the ſecurity 
and conceſſions aforeſaid. 


78. Wherefore we will and firmly enjoin, 
that the church of England be free, and that 
all men in our kingdom, have and hold, all 
the aforeſaid liberties, rights, and conceſſions, 
truly and peaceably, freely and quietly, fully 
and wholly, to themſelves and their heirs, of 
Us and our heirs, in all things and places for 
ever, as is aforeſaid. 


op 79. It is alſo ſworn, as well on our part, 
as on the part of the barons, that all the 
things aforeſaid ſhall faithfully and ſincerely 
be obſerved.

MAGNA CHARTA, is looked up to by 
people of England as the foundation of their 
liberties. King Jonx had no ſooner ſigned 
it, than he found it ſet bounds to his power; 
which to bear, he thought an intolerable diſ- 
grace, and all the precautions taken by the 
barons to ſecure the obſervance of its arti- 
cles, ſeemed barely ſufficient to counterba- 
lance the unſetiled diſpoſition of the King. 

| Sur- 
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Surrounded by a ſct of unprincipled men, 
moitly {or-igners, they repreſented to him 
the in, ury he had done to himſelf, in ſuftering 
his baron, to deptiv.. him of ſo much of his 
regal power, Joux felt the force of their 
arguments, and determined, if pollible, to 
free himſclf from the ſubjection of the ba- 
rons. He wifhed for revenge, but had neither 
men ncr money to ſupport him in the execu- 
lion of his ambitious views. At length when 
almoſt driven into a ſtate of diſpair, by the 
nevcr ceaſing reproaches of his courtiers, he 
ſent the bilop of I} orcefler ; the biſhop of 
Norwich and others into France, Germany, 
'Fialy and Flanders, with offers, to ſuch as 
would enter into his ſervice ; of the eſtates of 
tlie rebellious barons, as he termed thoſe 
friends to liberty. 


Jonx, mean while his agents were buſy in 
railing troops, ſent a letter to the Pope, in- 
forming him of his ſituation ; together with a 
copy of the Charters, and laſtly entreated His 
Holineſs toabſolve him from his oath. He ſuc- 
ceeded at the court of Rome. Innocent who was 
much hurt at his Vailal's humiliating ſituation, 

ſwore, 
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- (by St: Peter) that the temerity of the ba- 
rons ſhould not go unpuniſhed. He ſent them 
orders to renounce thoſe privileges, which 
they had with ſo much difficulty obtained, or 
incur the anger of the Holy See. The ba- 
rons diſregarding his rage, immediately ſeiz- 
ed on Rochester, at that time a vaſt r 
of arms and ammunition. 


Advice now came to the King that large 
bodies of troops, raiſed by his agents, had ar- 
rived at Dover; in fact, the numbers were fo 
prodigious,. that although forty thouſand men 
under the conduct of Hugh de Boves are ſaid 
to have periſhed at ſea, yet they were ſufficient 
to awe the brave barons. 


The King's firſt undertaking with theſe 
new comers, was to attack Rochester, which 
he carried, although the barons uſed but every 
means to throw ſuccours into that place.” 
Immediately after this event, he divided 
his army of mercenaries, with an intent 
to ravage the ſouthern counties. England 
was now truly miſerable ; two armies of fo- 
reigners rendered bold and bloody by ſucceſs, 
and the King's promiſes were deſtroying the 

"= country 


# 
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.country in a mercileſs manner; the barons . 
&nding themſelves incompetent to meet the 
Foe in the field, had returned to London: their 
houſes and lands; were now laid waſte by the 
.enemy, and thoſe. great characters which buta 
mort time before had beep the buaſt of every 
Engliſbman, bleſſed with the light of reaſon, 
were reduced. to the moſt deplorable con- 

dition which life is capable of ſuſtaining. 


Joy, tue inſatiate Jobn, ſeemed to glut 
his revenge with all that pleaſure which plays 
about the heart of a ſanguinary tyrant, he 
ravaged with fire and ſword the counties of 
Er, Middleſex, Hartford, Cambridge and 
Huntington, while the Pope thundered the ana- 

themas of the church againſt the barons 
and their parlizans. 


The barons finding their eſtates Nene! 
and given to forei ners, that laſt reſqurſe of 
wretch-dneſs;defpair, prompted them to offer as 
far as in their power lay, the crown of England 
to prince 7.cuis the ſon of king Philipof France; 
Philip readily embraced the propoſition, and 
after having received hoſtages from the barons, 
"began to make preparations for a deſcent, 
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Louis landed ſoon after at Sandwich, without 
interruption, then marched to Rochester which 
he took after a faint reſiſtance, and the whole 
county of Kent, . Dover excepted, became in 
a very ſhort time under the controul of the 
French. 


Louis had now become maſter of the ſouth- 
ern counties, Norfolk and Suffolk had like- 
wiſe ſubmitted, and the city of York had fallen 
to the arms of his adherents ; while Joux had 
the mortification to find his foreign adventu- 
rers deſerting to his foe. This with a variety of 
circumſtances, all tending to affe& both the 
mental and bodily faculties, threw him into a 
fever wich deprived him of life, on the 18th 
of October 1216, one year and four months 
after he had ſigned the great Charter of 
the liberties of England, and which Charter 
he ſtrove with all the power he was maſter of to 
ruin, but not even the baſe Jonx nor any other 
prince with intentioas equally unworthy, have 
been able to effect its deſtruction, it may be 

ſomewhat impaired, but being founded on the 

baſis of public virtue, it ſtill remains the great 

corner ſtone of Engliſbliberty, and it is fervent- 

ly to be hoped that nothing ihort of the gene- 

ral wreck of nature, will ever ſhake it to its fall.

WHEREAS the late King James. the 
ſecond, by the aſſiſtance of divers evil coun- 
ſellors, judges, and miniſters employed by 
him, did endeavour to ſubvert and extirpate 

+ the proteſtant religion, and the laws and li- 
berties of this kingdom; by aſſuming and 

| keith a power of diſpenſing with, and 

3 ' ſuf. 
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ſuſpending of laws, without conſent of parlia- 
ment: by committing and proſecuting divers 
_ worthy prelates, for humbly y petitioning to be 

excuſed from concurring to the ſaid aſſumed 
power: by iſſuing and cauſing to be executed, a 
commiſſion under the great ſeal, for erecting a 
court called, The court of commiſſioncrs for 
eccleſiaſtical cauſes: by levying money for 
and to the uſe of the crown, by pretence of 
prerogative, for other time, and in other 
manner, than the ſame was granted by par- 
liament. By raiſing and keeping a ſtanding 
army within this kingdom in time of peace, 
without conſent of parliament ; and quarter- 
ing ſoldiers contrary to law. By cauſing di- 
vers good ſubjects, being proteſtants, to be 
.diſarmed, at the fame time when papiſts were 
both armed and employed contrary to 'law. 
By violating the freedom of election of mem- 
bers to ſerve in parliament, By proſecutions 
in the court of king's bench for matters and 
cauſes cognizable only in parliament ; and 
by divers other arbitrary and illegal courſes. 

And whereas of late years, partial, corrupt, 
and unqualiſied perſons | haye been returned 
and 


and ſerved on juries in trials, and particular- 

ly divers jurors in trials for high treaſon, | 
which were not freeholders ; and exceſſive 
bail hath been required of perſons committed 

in criminal caſes, to elude the benefit of the 
laws made for the liberty of the ſubjects ; and 
exceſſive fines have been impoſed ; and ille- 
gal and cruel puniſhments inflifted ; and ſe- 
veral grants and promiſes made of fines and 
forfeitures, before any conviction or judg- þ 
ment againſt the perſons upon whom the 
ſame were to be levied. All which are ut- 
terly and directly contrary to the known laws 
and ſtatutes, and ireedom of this realm. 


And whcreas the ſaid late king James the 
ſecond having abdicated the government, 
and the throne being therehy vacant, his 
highneſs the prince of Orange (whom it hath 
pleaſed Almighty God to make the glorious 
inſtrument of delivering this kingdom from 
popery and arbitrary power) did (by the ad- 
vice of the lords ſpiritual and temporal, and 
divers principal perſons of the commons) 
cauſe letters to be written to the lords ſpiri- 

_ tual and temporal, being proteſtants, and 
other 
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other letters to the ſeveral counties, cities, 
univerſities, boroughs, and cinque ports, for 
the chuſing of ſuch perſons to repreſent them, 
as were of right to be ſent to parliament, to 
meet and fit at Westminster upon the twenty 
ſecond day of January, in the year 1688, in 
order io ſuch an eſtabliſhment, as that their 
religion, l:ws, and libertics might not again 
be in danger of being ſubverted. Upon 
which letters, elections having been accord. 
ingly made; and thereupon the lords ſpiritual 
and temporal, and commons, purſuant to 
their ſeveral letters and elections, being now 
aſſembled in a full and free repreſentative of 
this nation, taking into their molt ſerious con- 
ſideration the beſt means for attaining the 
ends aforeſaid, do in the firſt place (as their 
anceſtors in like cafe have uſually done) for 
vindicating and aſſerting their ancient rights 
and liber ties; dedare; | 


1. That the pretended power of ſuſpending 
laws, or execution cf laws, by regal autho- 
rity, without conſent of parliament, is il-

2. That the pretended power of diſpenſing 
with laws, or the executioti of laws, by regal 
authority, as it hath been aſſumed and exer- 
ciſed of late, is illegal. 

3. That the commiſſion for erecting the 
late court of commillioners for ecclefiaſtical 
cauſes, and all other commiſſions and courts 
of the like nature, are illegal and pernicious. 


4. That the levying of money for or to 


| the uſe of the crown, by pretence of prero- 
gative, without grant of parliament, for lon- 
er time, or in any other manner than the 


ſame is or ſhall be granted, is illegal. 


5. That it is the right of the ſubjects to 
petition the kirig, and all commitments and 
proſecutions for ſuch petitioning, are illegal. 


6. That raiſing and keeping a ſtanding

7. That the ſubjects, which are delay

9. That the freedom of ſpeech, and de- 
bates or proceedings in parliament, ought 
not to be impeached or queſtioned in any 
court or place out of parliament.

cruel and unuſual puniſhments inflicted. 


11. That jurors ought to be duly empan- 
nelled and returned, and jurors which paſs 
upon men in trials of high.treaſon ought to

12. That all grants and promiſes of fines 
and forfeitures of particular perſons, before 
conviction, are illegal and void, 


13. And that for redreſs of all grievances, 
and for the amending, ſtrengthening, and pre- 
ſerving of the laws, parliaments ought to be 
held frequently. 


And they do claim, demand, and infiſt up- 
on all and ſingular the premiſes, as their un-

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doubted rights and liberties. And no decla. 
rations, judgments, doings, or proceedings, 
to the prejudice of the people in any of the 
ſaid premiſes, ought in any wiſe to be drawn 
hereafter into conſequence or example. To

which demand of their rights they are 


particularly encouraged by the declaration 
of his highneſs the prince of Orange, as be- 
ing the only means for obtaining a full re- 
dreſs and remedy therein. 


Having therefore an entire confidence, that 
his ſaid highneſs the prince of Orange will 
perfect the deliverance ſo far advanced by 
him, and will ſtill preſerve them from the 
violation of their rights, which they have 


here aſſerted, and from all other attempts 


upon their religion, rights and liberties ; the

And that the oaths hereafter men- 
tioned be taken by all perſons of whom the 
the oaths ot allegiance and ſupremacy might 
be requited by law, inſtead of them ; and 
that the. ſaid oaths of allegiance and ſupre- 
macy be abrogated. I A. B. do ſincerely 
promile and ſw ear, That I will be faithful

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and bear true allegiance to their majeſties, 

king William and queen Mary. So help me 
God. I A. B. do ſwear, That I do from my 

heart abhor, deteſt and abjure, as impious 

and heretical, this damnable doctrine and po- 
ſition, that princes excommunicated or de- 

prived by the Pope, or any authority of the. 
ſee of Rome, may be depoſed or murdered 
by their ſubjects, or any other whatſoever. 

And I do declare, That no foreign prince, 

perſon, pxelate, ſtate or potentate, hath, or 
ought to have, any juriſdiction, power, ſupe- 
riority, pre-eminence, or authority eccleſia- 
ſtical, or ſpiritual, within this realm. So help 
me God.

The Conſtitution of England as eſtabliſhed 
under the ſacred authority of MAGNA 
CHARTA had, at the crifis which produ- 
ced the BILL or RIGHTS, beceme very 
much impaired by the many encroachments 
which ſome of the ſucceeding kings, from 
the time of Jobn, made upon its equitable 
form. The Stuart race exceeded their proge- 
| nitorz. 
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nitors, in mutilating this venerable fabrick. 
Theſe men formed a Star-chamber, a court of 
fine and imprifonment without the interference 
of juries. Theſe men aſſumed a power of 
diſpenſing with the laws. Theſe men exact- 
ed money from the people of England; with- 

out the authority of parliament. Theſe men 
endeavoured to eſtabliſh popery. Theſe 
men arrogated to themſelves divine autho- 
Tity to rule. Theſe men were penſioners to 
the court of France.—And the immedi- 
ate deſcendants of tie ſecond James, were 
excluded from the ſucceſlion to the throne 
of England for the preſumption, the pro- 
fligacy and the inſincerity of their anceſtors. 
The Stuarts ever loſt ſight of a maxin which 
it is to be hoped the preſent exaltcd family will 
conſtantly keep within their view, “ That 
while they continue true to the people, the peo- 
ple will continue true to them.” 


The moment that the DEcLARAT10N or 
RicHT was made on the behalf of the Engliſh 
people, and acknowledged by the prince of 
Orange and his conſort as the ſupreme law, 
in future to be obſerved; at that inſtant the 
con- 
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conſtitution became renovated, the power 
of the crown was acknowledged to flow from 
its only natural ſource, the people, and a re- 
ciprocal intereſt, proceeding from allegiance 
on the one part, and protection on the other, 
formed the guarantee of the monarch's pre- 
rogative and the peoples freedom: The off. 
ſpring of this connexion is the genuine 
RIGHTS os MAN, which, apart from all 
viſionary theories, confer happineſs, content 
and hrotherly affection upon its votaries. 


The Compiler hopes, that this intereſt be- 
tween the prince and the people will ever re- 
main unſhaken. He need not tell Engliſhmen, 
that the houſe of Hanover was ſeated on the 
throne of thefe kingdoms by the voice of 
a generous nation, in oppoſition to the re-- 
diculous the exploded maxim of hereditary, 
indefeaſible right; but as that was the true 
cauſe of their introduction, he will preſume 
to prognoſticate that the preſent King and 
his ſucceſſors in the regal office, will be as 
ready to' defend the liberties of the peo- 
ple, impartially, againſt every uſurpation of 

power, 
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power, aſſumed by any ſet or order of 
men, as they will be ſtrenuous in preſerv- 
ing uncontaminated, that prerogative, an- 
nexed to the high office of firſt magiſtrate 
of England, to the glorious title of KING 
OF A FREE PEOPLE”!!!
